A  REFERENCE  LIBRARY  ONLY. 

The  Law  Library,  although  estabhshed  primarily  for  the  use  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  attorneys  practicing  before  said 
Court,  is  now  permitted  to  be  used,  for  reference  purposes  only,  by 
all  persons  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity;  however, 
no  one  is  permitted  to  use  it  as  an  office  or  study,  or  to  take  any  books 
from  the  building. 

LIBRARIANS  WILL  SERVE  PATRONS. 

The  patrons  of  the  Library  will  use  the  order-slips,  with  which  each 
table  is  supplied,  in  his  request  for  books,  and  hand  same  to  one  of  the 
Assistant  Librarians  in  charge,  who  will  serve  him  with  such  books  as 
are  called  for,  and  to  re-shelve  same  when  no  longer  in  use. 

CARE  IN  THE  USE  OF  BOOKS. 

Reasonable  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  use  of  books.  Folding 
down  leaves  or  placing  open  volumes  one  on  top  of  the  other  so  as  to 
injure  contents  or  binding,  does  not  come  within  the  meaning  of  the 
term  reasonable  care. 

The  use  of  fountain  pens,  or  ink  in  any  form,  in  copying  from  the 
books,  is  prohibited. 

CONVERSATION   AND   CONSULTATION   ROOMS. 

Conversation  is  incompatible  with  study ;  and  any  conduct  or  liabit 
which  tends  to  disturb  another  ought  not  to  be  indulged.  Retiring  rooms 
are  provided  for  those  who  wish  to  engage  in  conversation  temporarily, 
or  to  dictate  to  stenographers. 

HOURS  FOR  PUBLIC  USE. 

Excepting  Holidays,  Saturday  afternoons,  and  Sundays  the  Library 
will  be  open  to  the  public  from  September  i,  to  July  ist,  from  8:30  a. 
m.  to  5  p.  m. ;  also  from  7  to  9  p.  ni..  and  during  July  and  August  from 
8:30  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m. 


PREFACE. 


The  Law  Library  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  had  its  beginning 
about  i860,  when,  upon  the  completion  of  the  then  new  State  Capitol 
building,  the  law  books  belonging  to  the  State  Library  were  taken  to  the 
rooms  assigned  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  the 
judicial  department.  At  this  time  the  number  of  books  was  less  than 
two  thousand.  In  1866,  when  Mr.  James  Beebe  became  court  crier,  and 
law  librarian  ex  officio,  a  count  of  the  books  showed  about  2,500  volumes. 
In  1867  the  General  Assembly  created  the  office  of  law  librarian,  who 
should  be  crier  of  the  court,  and  permitted  him  an  assistant.  The  first 
Law  Librarian  to  be  elected  under  this  law  was  Mr.  James  H.  Beebe, 
and  the  first  to  be  elected  Assistant  Law  Librarian  was  Mr.  Frank  N. 
Beebe,  who  succeeded  to  the  office  of  law  librarian  on  the  death  of  his 
father  in  July,  1880,  and  served  most  acceptably  as  such  librarian  until 
his  own  death  while  in  office,  in  September,  1903. 

Under  the  elder  Mr.  Beebe,  from  1866  to  1880,  the  library  was  in- 
creased from  a  collection  of  2,500  volumes  to  one  of  about  7,500  volumes, 
that  number  appearing  in  the  first  catalog  of  the  library,  issued  in  1880. 

The  last  catalog  issued  by  Mr.  Frank  N.  Beebe  in  1901  gave  the 
number  of  volumes,  20,000;  and  the  latest  catalog,  which  was  issued  by 
my  predecessor,  Mr.  E.  Howard  Gilkey,  in  1907,  gave  the  number  of 
28,000. 

This  catalog  contains  all  books  in  the  library  on  May  i,  1914,  and 
the  number  is  estimated  at  35,000. 


INTRODUCTION. 


To  The  Honorable  Chief  Justice  and  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 

of  Ohio : 

Gentlemen  : — This  catalog  of  your  library  has  been  prepared  under 
the  authority  of  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
General  Assembly  at  its  1913  session  (103  O.  L.  988)  : 

(Senate  Joint  Resolution   X'o.  46.) 

Mr. 

Relative  to  printing  a  new  edition  of  the  catalog  of  the  law  library  of  the 

supreme   court. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio :  That 
the  supervisor  of  public  printing  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
have  printed  from  copy  furnished  by  the  law  librarian,  a  new  edition  of 
the  catalog  of  the  law  library  of  the  supreme  court,  of  two  thousand 
copies  for  gratuitous  distribution  among  the  judges,  iiiembers  of  the 
bar,  law  libraries  and  citizens  of  the  state,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  out 
of  the  appropriation  for  state  printing  and  binding  for  the  years  1913 
and  1914.  The  books  shall  be  bound  at  the  state  bindery  in  a  good 
quality  of  law  buckram,  and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  law  librarian  under 
the  direction  of  the  supreme  court,  the  expense  of  the  distribution  to  be 
paid  for  from  the  contingent  fund  of  the  supreme  court. 

In  composition  and  press-work  the  catalog  shall  follow  as  closely  as 
possible  the  general  character  of  similar  publications  by  other  states,  as 
specified  by  the  law  librarian. 

In  preparing  the  copy  for  this  catalog  I  have  followed  the  same 
general  plan  as  that  adopted  by  my  predecessor,  but  have  made  some 
few  changes  which  are  considered  very  important.  I  have  also  availed 
myself  of  several  suggestions  derived  from  other  catalogs,  but  more  par- 
ticularly from  the  Catalog  of  the  Library  of  the  Harvard  Law  School. 

T  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  John 
William  Shaw,  my  first  assistant  and  chief  clerk,  for  the  valualile  and 
efficient  service   rendered   during  the  preparation  of  this  work. 

It  can  not  be  hoped  that  there  are  no  errors  in  this  catalog,  as  the 
work  in  preparing  same  was  done  at  a  time  when  it  was  subject  to  many 
interruptions;  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  errors  are  few  in  number  and  that 
its  usefulness  is  not  materiallv  impaired  ;  for  the  aim  has  been  to  make 
it  of  practical  value  to  those  who  have  occasion  to  use  the  library.

By  the  Act  1  and  2  William  IV.,  cap.  3,  it  was  further  provided,  "That 
in  case  the  Day  of  the  Month  on  which  any  Term  according  to  the  Act 
aforesaid  is  to  end  shall  fall  to  be  on  Sunday,  then  the  Monday  next  after 
such'  Day  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  last  Day  of  the  Term;  and, 
in  'that  case  any  of  the  Days  between  the  Thursday  before  and  the  Wednes- 
day next  after  Easter  shall  fall  within  Easter  Term,  then  such  Days  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  part  of  such  Term,  although  there  shall  be 
no   sittings    in    Bank   on   any  of   such   intervening  Days." 

The  Long  Vacation  extends  from  the  10th  of  August  to  the  24th  of 
October. 

The  first  Law  Term  is  called,  from  St.  Hilary,  "Hikry  Term,"  l)e- 
cause  it  used  to  commence  on  his  festival  (January  13).  The  Law  Terms 
were  originally  regulated  by  the  Canonical  Constitution  of  the  Church, 
which,  by  exempting  certain  seasons,  namely,  Christmas,  Easter,  Pente- 
cost and  the  harvest  season,  from  forensic  litigation,  divided  the  year  into 
four  periods,'  or  terms,  called  from  the  festivals  immediately  preceding 
their   commencement,    Hilary,    Easter,    Trinity,    and   Michaelmas    terms. 

In  Scotland,  the  Law  Terms  are  differently  arranged.  The  Court  of 
Session  sits  from  12th  of  November  to  20th  March,  and  from  r2th  May  to 
20th  July.  But  there,  as  in  England  and  Ireland,  the  Judges  are  employed 
in  other  business  during  the  intervals. 

17.51.  Annus  Confusionis.  Until  1752  the  English  reckoned  their 
year  according  to  the  Julian  calendar,  the  new  year  beginning  on  March 
25.  Parliament  in  changing  to  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  the  new  year  to 
begin  Jan.  1.  1752,  gave  only  282  days  to  the  year  1751. 

1752.  To  change  from  old  style  to  new,  1752  began  Jan.  1,  and  in 
that  year  ten  nominal  davs  were  dropped.  The  day  following  Oct.  4, 
1752,  was  made  Oct.  15,  1752. 

NoN  Leap  Year.s.  Even  centuries  not  divisible  by  400  without  a 
remainder  are  not  leap  years ;  by  400  even  centuries  are,  but  A.  D.  2000 
will  be  a  leap  year.  There  are  not  365^  sidereal  days  in  a  sidereal  year, 
the  Gregorian  error  being  less  than  one  day  in  3000  years.

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HISTORICAL  APPENDIX. 


THE  SUPREME  COURT  OF  OHIO. 

Under  the  constitution  of  1802  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  was  to  consist 
of  not  less  than  three  judges,  this  number  to  be  increased  to  four  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  legislature.  The  constitution  authorized  the  Governor  to  fill  vacan- 
cies which  might  occur  by  death  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  general 
assembly. 

Three  judges  were  chosen  by  a  joint  ballot  of  both  houses  of  the  general 
assembly,  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  or  "so  long  (within  said 
period)  as  they  well'  behaved."  There  were  three  judges  until  1807,  when  a 
fourth  was  chosen  by  the  joint  legislature.  The  fourth  judge  was  omitted  in 
1810,  and  a  few  years  later  the  number  four  was  resumed  again  and  so  continued 
until  1851. 

Under  the  constitution  of  1851,  "The  Supreme  Court  shall,  until  otherwise 
provided  by  law,  consist  of  five  judges  a  majority  of  whom  competent  to  sit,  shall 
be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum."  "The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be 
elected  by  the  electors  of  the  state  at  large,  for  such  term,  not  less  than  five  years, 
as  the  general  assembly  may  prescribe." 

On  April  15,  1892  (89  O.  L.,  317),  the  legislature  provided  for  an  additional 
judge,  thus  constituting  a  Supreme  Bench  of  six  judges  for  a  term  of  six  years 
each. 

On  April  29,  1913  (103  O.  L.  408),  the  legislature  provided  that  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  consist  of  a  chief  justice  and  six  judges. 

A  chief  justice  shall  be  elected  in  1914  for  a  term  of  six  years.  Until  so 
elected  and  qualified,  the  governor   shall  appoint. 


LAW  DESIGNATING  THE  CHIEF  JUSTICE. 

In  the  Territorial  Court  (1787-1802)  the  Chief  Justice  was  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States. 

Under  the  First  Constitution  the  Chief  Justice  (Chief  Judge)  was  that  judge 
whose  first  commission   bore   the  earliest   date. 

Under  the  present  law,  the  Chief  Justice  is  designated  as   follows: 

"The  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  having  the  shortest  time  to  serve,  not 
holding  his  office  by  appointment  or  election  to  fill  a,  vacancy,  shall  be  the  Chief 
Justice,  and  as  such  shall  preside  at  all  terms  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  the  judge  having  in  like  manner  the  next  shortest  time  to 
serve  shall  preside  in  his  stead." 

Under  the  provision  of  the  statute  dividing  the  court  into  two  divisions, 
"the  two  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  having  the  shortest  time  to  serve,  not 
holding  their  office  by  appointment  or  election  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  be  the 
Chief  Justices  of  their  respective  divisions.^' 

The  legislature  on  April  29,  1913  (103  O.  L.  408).  in  compliance  of  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution,  provided  that  the  chief  justice  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  six  years.

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TERM   OF  COURT. 

The  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  its  early  history  was  governed  by  Article 
III,  Section  10,  of  the  Constitution  of  1802,  which  provided  that  "the  Supreme 
Court  shall  be  held  once  a  year  in  each  county."  On  March  11,  1853,  an  act  was 
passed  providing  "that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  meet  annually  hereafter  in  the  city  of  Columbus  on 
the  first  Monday  of  December,  to  hold  a  term  of  the  Supreme  Court."  This 
enactment  also  provided  for  holding  "special  sessions  at  such  times  and  places, 
etc." 

Subsequent  legislation  at  different  times,  "fixing  the  time  for  holding  courts 
in  Ohio."  assigned  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  different  counties,  naming  dates. 

An  act  was  passed  April  7,  1854  (52  O.  L.,  32),  providing  "That  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  addition  to  the  terms  now  provided  by  law  to  be  held,  may  hold  special 
or  adjourned  terms  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  judges  or  a  majority  of  them 
may  from  time  to  time  determine." 

Section  410  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  1880,  provides  that  "The  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  shall  meet  annually,  on  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary, in  the  City  of  Columbus,  to  hold  a  term  of  the  Court."  Provision  is  also 
made    for   holding    special   terms. 


REPORTS. 

There  was  no  provision   made   for   reporting  the  decisions   of  the   Supreme 
Cour;  until   1828    (21  Ohio  Laws,  9). 


THE    SUPREME    COURT    COMMISSIONS. 

The  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  assist  in  disposing  of  the  work  before 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Ohio  by  the  formation  of  "Supreme  Court  Commissions" 
(Section' 21,  Article  IV),  has  been  invoked  twice  since  the  adoption  of  the  present 
Constitution  of  Ohio.  The  appointment  of  the  members  of  this  commission  has 
been  vested  in  the  Governor  in  both  instances. 

The   Commission  of   1876. 

On  the  2d  day  of  February,  1876,  the  Governor  appointed  as  such  Supreme 
Court  Commission,  to  serve  for  three  years,  Luther  Day,  of  Portage  County,  C.  J.; 
Josiah  Scott,  of  Crawford  County;  William  W.  Johnson,  of  Lawrence  County; 
D.  Thew  Wright,  of  Hamilton  County;  Richard  A.  Harrison,  of  Franklin  County, 
and  Henry  C.  Whitman,  of  Hamilton  County.  Mr.  Harrison  refused  to  accept 
the  appointment  and  Thomas  Q.  Ashburn,  of  Clermont  County,  was  appointed  in 
his  stead. 

This  commission  sat  until  tlie  2d  day  of  February,  1879,  as  an  auxiliary  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  assisted  in  bringing  up  the  -docket  which  had  fallen  far 
behind  the  reasonable  time  for  trial. 

The  Commission  of  1883. 
In  1883  the  Governor  again  appointed  a  commission  of  five  members  under  an 
enabling  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  this  commission  began  its  work  on  the 
17th  day  of  April,  1883,  and  continued  on  the  bench  for  the  period  of  two  years. 
The  commission  of  1883  consisted  of  Moses  M.  Granger,  of  Muskingum  County, 
C.  J.;  George  K.  Nash,  of  Franklin  County;  Franklin  J.  Dickman,  of  Cuyahoga 
County;  Charles  D.  Martin,  of  Fairfield  County,  and  John  McCauley,  of  Seneca 
'County.     This  commission  adjourned  April  16,  1885.
